Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  City  of  Pietermaritzburg,  for  the  year  ending 
50th  June,  1946, 

In  contrast  to  last  year  I  am  happy  to  report  that  this  has 
been  a  favourable  year  from  the  point  of  view  of  health,  European  Birth  Rates 
have  remained  at  a  relatively  high  level,  The  Death  Rates  haxre  improved  for  all 
races,  and  though  the  fact  that  a  new  census  has  revealed  a  large  increase  in 
population  has  naturally  reduced  these  rates,  'che  actual  number  of  deaths  showed 
a  small  increase  only  in  Europeans  and  a  decrease  for  all  Nop-Europeans .  There 
were  two  small  epidemic  outbreaks  of  Typhoid  Fever,  one  due  to  the  contamination 
at  a  dairy  of  a  raw  milk  supply,  the  cause  of  the  other  not  being  traced.  Scarlet 
Fever  incidence  was  less  than  half  of  last  year’s  figures. 

Municipal  Housing  construction  has  gone  forward  during  the  year 
on  schemes  totalling  36  houses  for  Europeans,  100  houses  for  Natives  and  28  houses 
for  Coloureds, 

The  co-ordination  and  centralisation  of  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospitals  of  this  City  has  been  discussed  with  the  Administrator,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  a  decision  as  to  the  future  construction  and  administration  of  these  hospitals 
will  shortly  be  made, 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  all  members  of  the  Staff  for 
the  high  level  of  efficiency  maintained  In  the  Department  throughout  the  year. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  support 
readily  given  to  me  at  all  times  by  the  Mayor  and  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee,  and  of  the  cordial  co-operation  of  the  various  Municipal 
Heads  of  Departments.

The  European  Birth  Rate  dropped  a  little,  from  25.3  to  23.5. 

The  Native  Birth  Rote  decreased  from  33*7  to  13.5,  The  Coloured  Birth  Rate 


dropped  from  77,8  to  42.16  and  the  Indian  Birth  Rate  dropped  from  61,3  to  54.1. 

The  increases  in  population  recorded  at  the  Municipal  Census  of  1946  partly  ex¬ 
plains  the  fall  in  rates,  but  actually  all  birth  totals  were  lower.

DEATHS.  (Pages  5-7) 

The  European  crude  death  rate  dropped,  from  11.10  to  10,05.  56$  of  the  deaths 

occurred  in  people  over  65  years  of  age. 

The  Native  death  rate^SSe^from  25.77  to  10.8.  The  Coloured  death  rate  dropped 
from  29.52  to  11,5,  while  the  Indian  death  rate  drooped  from  14,56  to  12.8.  The  death 
rate  for  all  races  was  10,88  as  compared  with  15.11  for  last  year.  While  the  actual 
numbers  of  deaths  for  all  races  ?^as  lower  than  last  year,  the  big  drop  shown  in  the 
death  rates  is  explained  by  the  big  increase  in  population  shown  by  this  year's  census. 

The  following  figures  indicate  the  percentage  of  deaths  occurring  below  the  age 


of  45  in  the  various  races  :- 

European  :  16$ 

Native  :  64$ 

Coloured  :  68$ 

Asiatic  *  62$ 

All  Non-European  t  64$ 


These  figures  once  again  show  how  much  better  the  expectation  of  life  is  for 
Europeans  than  for  the  other  classes  of  the  community.  The  table  on  page  7 

also  indicates  that  two  diseases  generally  associated  with  later  life,  viz.  Cancer 
and  Cardiac  disea.se,  far  outweigh  all  other  causes  of  death  among  Europeans.  Among 
Non-Europeans,  bowel  infections,  tuberculosis,  respiratory  diseases  and  cardiac 
diseases,  are  the  commonest  causes  of  death.

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(2)  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE, 


There  were  390  notifications  of  infectious  disease,  a  decrease  on  the 
total  of  440  recorded  for  the  previous  year.  The  large  total  of  notifications  of 
Amoebic  Dysentery  appears  for  the  first  tire,  so  that  the  totals  are  not  strictly 
comparable  with  last  year’s  figures.  No  cases  of  Smallpox  or  of  Anterior 
Poliomyelitis  were  reported.  (See  page  8),

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  HOSPITALISATION 


For  some  time  the  City  Council  has  had  under  consideration  a  recommenda¬ 
tion  from  this  Department  to  centralise  its  Infectious  Diseases  Hospitalisation  in 

one  area , 


The  factors  leading  up  to  this  recommendation  ?/ere 


(l)  The  need  for  an  entirely  new  Formidable  Epidemic  Diseases  Hospital,  there 
being  no  proper  provision  at  present. 


(2)  The  need  for  a  new  Venereal  Diseases  Hospital  (referred  to  in  last  year* 
Annual  Report) . 


(3)  The  difficulty  of  staffing  and  economically  administering  small  scattered 
hospitals. 


(4)  The  Council’s  decision  following  the  Smallpox  Epidemic  to  move  the  Isolation 
Hospital  (European)  from  its  present  site. 


(5)  The  need  for  modernising  the  present  Isolation  Hospital  and  the  need  for 
additional  small  ward  units  for  the  reception  of  European  Venereal  Disease 
and  Tuberculosis  cases  for  whom  at  present  there  is  no  provision.  These 
cases,  which  are  few  in  number,  are  usually  transferred  to  Durban,  but  often 
beds  cannot  be  obtained  for  some  time  and  interim  accommodation  is  required. 
Intensive  and  rapid  methods  of  treatment  of  Venereal  Disease  with  Penicillin 
require  short  term  hospitalisation  which  should  be  conveniently  and  readily 
accessible. 


For  the  a/bove  reasons  a  recommendation  that  all  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospitalisation  in  Pietermaritzburg  be  centralised  and  the  new  accommodation  necessary 
be  provided  in  such  a  centralised  scheme, was  put  forward  to  the  City  Council. 


It  was  hovtrever  obvious  from  the  point  of  view  of  efficiency  and  economy 
in  administration  that  such  a  scheme  must  provide  not  only  for  the  needs  of  the  City 
of  Pietermaritzburg  but  for  the  needs  of  the  surrounding  rural  areas,  for  the  sick 
j  ^roni  these  areas  naturally  gravitate  to  the  large  Provincial  Hospital  in  Pietermaritz- 
1  burS.  In  addition  such  a  hospital  could  provide  the  necessary  training  facilities 

in  infectious  diseases  for  nurses,  a  Provincial  function.  The  Provincial  Authorities 
have  also  announced  their  intention  of  building  what  will  be  ultimately  a  1,500  bed 
Native  Hospital,  in  Edendale,  just  outside  of  the  boundaries  of  the  City.  In  order, 
therefore,  that  the  most  suitable  schema  for  both  local  and  outside  needs  could  be

planned  in  co-operation  with  the  Province,  the  City  Council  decided  to  consult  both 
the  Provincial  and  Central  Governments  in  order  to  work  out  a  scheme  whr.ch  will  meet 
all  needs.  Shortly  before  the  end  of  the  period  under  review  a  deputation  from 
the  City  Council  waited  upon  the  Administrator  and  the  Executive  Committee  in  order 
to  discuss  this  matter.  No  final  plans  have  as  yet  been  determined. 

Considerable  increases  in  Native  domestic  staff  have  been  necessary  at 
the  hospitals  during  the  year  because  of  the  introduction  of  an  Unskilled  Labour 
Wage  Determination  in  Pietermaritzburg,  owing  to  the  restriction  of  the  hours  of 
work  allowed.

j  NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

(a)  ANTHRAX.  No  cases  notified. 

(b)  SMALLPOX.  No  cases  were  notified  and  no  cases  of  this  disease  were  admitted 

to  the  Pietermaritzburg  hospitals  during  the  year.  Smallpox,  however, 
still  continues  to  smoulder  in  Natal  and  in  the  Union  and  the  need  to  pre¬ 
pare  for  cases  still  exists. 


/  (i)  VACCINATION 
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(i)  VACCINATION. 

Vaccination  at  the  Municipal  Pass  Office  is  now  being  carried  out  on 
nearly  every  registrant  at  the  Pass  Office.  (See  Page  22) 

In  addition  since  the  Smallpox  Epidemic,  vaccination  of  infants  (all 
races)  has  been  commenced  at  the  Municipal  Infant  Welfare  Clinics,  and 
adults  applying  to  the  Publ: >  "eelth  Department  are  also  vaccinated. 

This  service  serves  to  supplement  the  very  limited  free  service  available 
to  the  public  through  the  Public  Vaccination  carried  out  by  the  District 
Surgeon,  viz.  1  session  every  alternate  week  for  Europeans  and  Non-Euro¬ 
peans,  The  Registrar  of  Vaccination  has  supplied  the  following  figures 
of  total  Vaccinations  in  Pietermaritzburg  for  the  year  :- 

Successful  Vaccinations  (Under  2  Yrs.)  ....  384 

Insusceptible  Vaccinations  (Under  2  Yrs.)  ...  Nil 

The  number  of  Vaccinations  at  the  Clinics  carried  out  by  this  Department 
during  this  period  was  357. 

(ii)  HOSPITAL  ACCOMODATION. 

No  proper  provision  has  yet  been  made  for  the  hospitalisation  of 
Smallpox  cases.  There  remains  only  the  portion  of  the  Venereal 
Diseases  Hospital  used  for  the  reception  of  Non-European  Smallpox  cases 
during  the  epidemic  of  1944,  which  is  still  being  reserved  against  the 
possibility  of  cases  being  received. 

The  Isolation  Hospital  used  for  European  Smallpox  cases  during  the 
epidemic  has  reverted  to  its  original  use  aa a  General  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital.  The  provision  of  a  special  Smallpox  Hospital  has  been 
accepted  by  the  City  Council  as  a  portion  of  the  whole  Infectious  D5r=«ses 
Hospitalisation  Scheme  which  it  is  now  considering.  (See  Infectious  Disease  )

c)  DIPHTHERIA. 

The  total  number  of  cases  notified  was  60  as  compared  with  67  for  last  year, 
and  1  Native  case,  2  Coloured  cases,  and  1  Asiatic  case,  died  from  this  disease. 

In  one  Asiatic  family  where  2  cases  were  notified,  a  third  child  who  had  had 
Diphtheria  5  years  previously,  was  found  to  be  a  carrier. 

Immunisation,  particularly  of  pre-school  children,  was  continued  throughout 
the  year,  a  total  of  428  children  having  completed  the  immunising  course  at  the 
Infant  Clinics,  (225  of  these  being  European  as  compared  with  last  year’s  total 
of  315).  The  main  method  employed  urging  the  need  for  immunisation  is  por^uasion 
Vy“  the  Health  Visitor  in  the  course  of  her  routine  visits,  stress  being  laid  on 
the  need  for  immunising  the  pre— school  child.  Until  about  three  quarters  of 
the  child  population  of  Pietermaritzburg  is  immunised  (a  goal  we  are  still  far 
from  attaining)  there  is  not  likely  to  be  any  sensational  decrease  in  the  incidence 
of  this  disease. 

4  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  in  persons  who  had  been  previously  immunised. 
In  2,  no  reliable  information  could  be  obtained  as  to  the  number  of  injections 
received  or  the  dosage.  The  other  2  cases  were  young  adult  nurses  from  Grey’s 
Hospital.  None  of  these  cases  were  severe  or  fatal.

The  disease  continued  to  bo  mild. 

In  one  school  hostel  5  cases  were  notified.  On  investigation  2  missed  cases 
in  the  desquamating  stage  were  found,  and  a  housekeeper  was  found  to  be  a  earlier 
of  haemolytic  streptococci.

4  Cases  of  the  Nurine  Variety  of  Typhus  Fever  were  notified  (l  European  and 
3  Asiatics) .  In  all  except  1  Asiatic  caso,  associated  rodent-infestation 
was  found,  1  Native  case  of  Louse-borne  Typhus  Fever  was  notified.  This 
case  was  probably  cross-infected  In  Grey’s  Hospital  where  cases  of  Typhus  Fever 
were  being  admitted  from  outlying  rural  areas. 

(h)  ENTERIC  FEVER. 

61  Cases  were  notified,  S  Europeans  and  52  Non-Europeans,  an  increase  on 
l-.st  yeir’s  total  of  45,  Of  these  notifications  in  1  Native  case  the  infection 
was  probably  contracted  outside  the  City  and.  in  another  Native  case  who  was  not 
admitted  to  hospital,  the  patient  could  not  be  traced. 


In  3  Native  cases  the  clinical  course  of  the  disease  was  not  like  Typhoid 


Fever,  2  Of  these  cases  had  been  immunised  ar-ainst  Enteric  Fever  previously, 
but  no  history  of  immunisation  could  be  obtained  in  the  third  case.  In  1 
European  and  1  Native  case  the  diagnosis  was  not  confirmed  by  bacteriological 
examination . 

In  1  European  case,  1  Asiatic  case  and  7  Native  cases,  repeat  blood  examinations 
were  negative,  and  the  clinical  course  was  unlike  Typhoid  Fever.  This  gives 

£  total  of  2  European,  1  Asiatic  and  13  Native  cases  In  whom  the  diagnosis  was 
doubtful. 
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i  ,The  of  the  definite  cases  were  notified  as  the  result 'of  two  sharp 

epidemic  outburst  of  the  disease.  In  the  first  of  these  there  was  an  outbreak 
involving^.  European  Girls'  School  Hostel  in  the  City.  The  total  number  of  cases 
was  10,  nine  children  and  one  matron  becoming  ill.  Only  3  of  the  cases  were  ill 
in  Pietermaritzburg,  the  other  7  becoming  ill  at  their  homes  in  other  parts  of  the 
country  during  the  school  holidays.  Milk  and  water  supplies  could  not  be  incriminated 
and  it  was  not  possible  to  trace  any  article  of  food  that  might  have  been  injected 
Owing  to  the  school  recess  it  was  not  possible  to  investigate  the  Staff  for  some 'time 
One  Native  waiter,  recently  engaged,  could  not  be  traced;  all  the  other  food  handlers 

and  domestic  staff  gave  negative  Vi  Tests.  The  cause  of  this  outbreak  could 'not 

be  traced  at  all.

bursts.  The  Natives  and  Asiatics  were  in  nearly  all  cases  contacts  of  the  disease.

One  important  factor  met  with  is  the  tendency  for  the  patient  after  treatment 
to  relapse  into  the  carrier  condition  thus  becoming,  we  believe,  the  focus  of  in¬ 
fection  in  the  community  and  the  disseminator  of  further  infection. 


A  number  of  cases  have  been  followed,  up  from  this  point  of  view  with  the 

following  results. 
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Thus  of  a  total  of  24  cases  followed  up  6  (25/0  had  relapsed  to  the  carrier  state 
by  the  end  of  9  months.  Of  these  1  had  been  retreated  and  was  still  negative  one 
month  later.  1  Had  been  retreated  but  was  still  positive  one  month  later,  while  a 

third  had  been  retreated  twice  but  was  still  positive.

Investigation  was  also  made  in  a  number  of  cases  in  order  to  determine  whether 
the  family  contacts,  particularly  the  household  cook,  were  possible  sources  of  in¬ 
fection. 


11  Families  were  investigated,  a  total  of  32  contacts  being  examined,  8  of  them 
proving  to  be  carriers  of  E.  Histolytica, 

In  6  families  the  cook  was  found  to  be  negative,  but  in  one,  another  member  of 
the  household  was  positive. 

In  one  European  family,  the  Native.  Cook  was  positive,  but  the  members  of  the 
household  were  negative. 

In  2  Native  families  and  1  Europenn  family  where  children  were  the  first  notified 
cases,  the  mother,  who  was  also  the  cook  in  each  case, was  found  to  be  positive, 
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t 

Because  of  the  limited  laboratory  facilities  available  only  single  stool 
specimens  were  examined  in  contacts  and  only  direct  examination  was  employed . 

In  all  probability  more  positive  results  could  be  obtained  by  examining  additional 
specimens  and  by  utilising  special  flotation  techniques.  For  the  proper  in¬ 
vestigation  and  follow-up  in  this  disease  very  considerable  laboratory  facilities 
are  absolutely  essential,  and  until  such  are  provided  our  methods  of  control  will 
of  necessity  remain  inefficient. 


i)  TUBERCULOSIS.  (Pages  41-42) 

Notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  totalled  106,  an  increase  on  last 
year’s  total  of  100,  12  of  these  being  of  Europeans.  Notifications  of  Non- 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  totalled  12  (l  European)  as  compared  with  the  previous 
year’s  total  of  17, 

35  Borough  cases  (13  Natives,  6  Coloureds  and  16  Asiatics)  were  admitted 
to  the  Tuberculosis  block  (24  beds)  of  the  Non-European  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital,  (6  of  these  being  transferred  from  Grey's  Hospital), 

During  the  year  35  Borough  cases  were  admitted  to  Grey’s  Hospital  (7  Euro¬ 
pean,  19  Native,  2  Coloured  and  7  Asiatic) ,  14  Cases  were  admitted  direct 

from  the  Clinic  to  Hospital.  2  European  cases  were  sent  to  the  King  George 
V  Hospital  for  Tuberculosis,  in  Durban. 

The  scheme  of  subsidising  rentals  in  tubercular  ft  rallies  at  the  Native 
Village,  where  a  larger  house  was  necessary  to  ensure  the  isolation  of  the 
infectious  case  in  the  home,  was  continued  during  the  year,  and  2  families  were 
assisted  in  this  way.  Close  control  hj  the  Native  Health  Assistant  is  main¬ 
tained  to  ensure  that  isolation  is  observed.  The  subsidy  was  withdrawn  in  1 
crse  where  co-operation  could  not  be  secured. 

The  Natal  Anti-Tuberculosis  Association  made  grants  to  7  families  in  Pieter¬ 
maritzburg  (2  European,  2  Coloured  and  3  Asiatic),  to  enable  the  breadwinner  to 

accept  hospital  treatment. 

The  following  tables  Illustrate  the  trend  in  notifications  and  deaths  from 
this  disease  over  the  period  1934  -  1946

These  figures  showed  a  small  increase  on  last  year’s  total  of  notifications. 
Last  year’s  increased  figures  were,  however,  shown  to  he  chiefly  due  to  the 
notification  of  early  cases,  but  this  year  there  appears  to  have  been  a  definite 
increase  in  notifications  not  due  to  this  factor.  The  number  of  deaths  has 
also  increased  this  year.

2)  The  standard  of  one  hospital  bed  per  annual  death  from  Pulmonary 

Tuberculosis  has  provided  adequate  for  the  needs  of  this  City,  but

3)  Full  x-ray  and  laboratory  facilities  are  required  at  Tuberculosis

5)  hospital  beds  with  skilled  nursing  and  medical  treatment  are  necessary 
for  the  serious  complications  of  Tuberculosis,  e.g,  Haemoplysis,. 
Laryngitis  and  Enteritis.  Those  complications  occurred  in  22%  of 
the  Native  cases,  24$  of  the  Coloured  cases,  and  40$  of  the  Asiatic 
cases.

7)  Financial  assistance  for  the  families  of  breadwinners  in  hospital 
is  nearly  always  needed,  80 %  of  the  cases  who  left  hospital 

against  medical  advice  or  abscond  from  hospital  were  male  cases, 
an  indication  of  the  economic  pressure  operating  upon  sufferers 
from  this  disease. 


One  can  draw  the  conclusion,  therefore,  that  the  24  beds  provided  in 
Pietermaritzburg  under  present  conditions  are  sufficient  for  Borough  cases, 
but  is  certainly  not  adequate  for  both  Borough  and  Out-of-Borough  cases.  One 
of  the  matters  to  be  dealt  with  in  the  scheme  for  composite  hospital  accommoda¬ 
tion  for  infectious  diseases  cases  (see  Infectious  Diseases  Hospitalisation 


Page  9)  is  the  provision  of  additional  beds  for  Tuberculosis  cases, in  order 
to  provide  for  the  cases  that  come  into  Pietermaritzburg  from  the  surrounding 

district .

Venereal  Diseases,  The  European  Male  Nurse,  1  Native  Nurse  and 
the  Native  Orderly  are  from  the  Staff  of  the  Non-European  Venereal 
Diseases  Hospital,  thus  providing  an  effective  link  between  the  Clinic 
and  the  Venereal  Diseases  Hospital. 


(d)  Every  effort  is  made  to  trace  contacts  and  to  follow-up  cases  to 
ensure  completion  of  treatment,  A  European  Health  Visitor  deals 
with  the  investigation  and  follow-up  of  European,  Coloured  and  Asiatic 
cases,,  and  supervises  the  work  of  the  Native  Health  Assistants  who 
deal  with  Natives  only. 


It  has  been  found  that  the  Health  Visitor  is  quite  readily  able 
to  deal  with  the  Male  and  Female  cases,  and  to  achieve  useful  results 
in  all  of  the  races  in  regard  to  improved  attendance  of  defaulters 
at  the  Clinics.  Personal  visiting  has  been  found  more  effective  than 
the  use  of  the  telephone  or  letter.  In  European  males,  particu¬ 

larly,  it  is  being  found  that  information  about  contacts  given  is  so 
vague  that  in  only  one  case  out  of  twenty  has  it  been  possible  to 
trace  an  infected  contact .  This  appears  to  be  deliberate  in  a 

number  of  cases,  but  in  other  cases,  appears  to  be  genuinely  due  to 
the  casual  nature  of  the  contact.  A  better  response  has  been  obtain¬ 
ed  from  Coloureds,  but  false  Information  is  commonly  supplied  by 
Asiatic  males, 

(e)  This  Local  Authority  does  not  conduct  the  Ante-Natal  Clinics 
held  in  Pietermaritzburg,  The  Medical  Superintendent,  Grey’s 
Hospital,  advises  that  the  results  of  routine  Nassermann  Tests  at

No  case  of  plague  occurred  in  this  locality  during  the  year.  Regular  in¬ 
spection  of  new  shoos  and  warehouses  in  the  course  of  erection  has  been  carried 
out  and  their  rodent-proofing  has  been  supervised.

The  Local  Health 
Commission  carried  out  control  Y^ork  in  the  Peri-Urban  Areas,  No  Malarial

subsoil  drainage  work  has  been  carried  out  in  certain  areas. 

No  check  house  spraying  was  carried  out  this  season.  Oiling  was  carried 
out  to  deal  chiefly  with  calicine  breeding  which  was  causing  a  nuisance. 

(II)  ENTERITIS  in  children  under  the  age  of  two  years  accounted  for  28  deaths, 

14  Native,  3  Coloured  and  11  Indian,  a  remarkable  decrease  as  compared  with 
last  year's  total  of  63,- 

(III)  MEASLES .  There  was  a  moderate  prevalence  of  Measles  in  Pietermaritzburg 
during  the  year.  30  cases  were  treated  In  the  Isolation  Hospital,  2 
coming  from  Out-of-Borough,  51  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Non~European 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  37  being  from  Out-of-Borough.  No  deaths 
were  reported  from  this  disease.

(IV)  GERMAN  MEASLES .  This  disease  was  also  only  moderately  prevalent  this 

year  and  xias  as  usual  m.ild  and  uncomplj cated,  8  Cases  were  admitted 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital.

(V)  WHOOPING  COUGH,  This  disease  was  only  slightly  prevalent  during  the 

year.  No  deaths  were  reported  from  this  disease.  Immunisation  against 

this  disease  was  carried  out  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics,  using  a  combined 
Whooping  Cough  and  Diphtheria  Vaccine,  (See  Page  21) 

(7)  WATER  SUPPLY.  (See  Page  62) 

The  water  supply  of  Pietermaritzburg  is  under  the  control  of  the  City 
Engineer's  Department,  It  is  derived  from  streams  coming  from  hilly  country 
lying  to  the  West  of  the  Town.  From  the  Storage  Dam  at  Henley  the  water  is 
piped  to  the  Purification  Works,  where  it  is  treated  with  Ammonium  Sulphate,  Lime, 
and  Alumina -ferric  before  filtration.  After  filtration  the  water  is  chlori¬ 

nated  before  being  distributed  to  the  four  service  reservoirs. 

The  supply  from  the  Purification  Works  and  each  of  the  service  reservoirs  has 
been  bacteriologically  examined  each  week  by  the  bio-chemist  in  charge  of  the 
Purification  Works.  Plant  for  the  provision  of  Chloramine  for  water  purification 
is  now  on  order.  All  employees  at  the  Purification  Works  are  Vi  Tested.  No 

water-borne  outbreaks  of  disease  have  occurred  during  the  year. 

Regular  bacteriological  sampling  of  swimming  bath  waters  has  also  been  carried 
out  throughout  the  year.  The  supply  has  proved  inadequate  on  several  occasions 
for  the  expanding  needs  of  the  City,  and  restrictions  have  been  imposed  on  the  use 
of  water  on  several  occasions. 

(8)  nigktsoil  and  refuse  disposal. 

The  administration  of  this  work  is  in  the  hands  of  the  City  Engineer.  The 
greater  part  of  the  Town  and  Suburbs  is  served  by  water-borne  sewage,  although 
the  conservancy  system  is  still  in  use  in  certain  outlying  parts.  Disposal  is 
on  the  sewage  farm  about  3  miles  from  the  centre  of  the  Town,  where  broad  irri¬ 
gation  is  carried  out  and  the  screenings  and  night soil  are  trenched.  The  ac¬ 
quisition  of  adjoining  land  In  order  to  extend  the  area  available  for  sewage  dis¬ 
posal  has  been  decided  upon  by  the  City  Council.

Butchers'  shops  are  periodically  inspected 
to  ensure  that  they  are  satisfactory  and  that  no  meat  which  does  not  bear  the 
Municipal  stamp  is  exposed  for  sale.  89  Inspections  of  butchers'  shops  were

continuation  by  the  Government  of  the  control  and  rationing  of  supplies  accounts 
for  the  low  total. 

Despite  the  promise  of  the  Food  Controller,  now  several  years  old,  to 
provide  additional  accommodation  for  the  Government  Officials  working  at  the 
Abattoir,  nothing  has  been  done  as  yet.  All  slaughtering  at  the  Abattoir 

is  carried  out  by  this  Department. 


All  condemned  meat  and  offal  is  transported  in  drums  to  a  privately  owned 
By-Products  Plant  at  Bisley,  just  outside  of  Pietermaritzburg,  The  City  Council 
has  decided  to  build  its  own  By-Products  Plant,  and  has  now  acquired  property  ad¬ 
joining  the  Abattoir  for  the  purpose  of  expansion.  Preliminary  plans  for  the 
expansion  of  the  Abattoir  and  the  provision  of  new  Railway  Siding  facilities  have 
now  been  drawn  up.  Adequate  Cold  Storage  accommodation  will  also  be  provided, 
there  being  none  at  the  Abattoir  at  present.

The  milk  supply  has  been  carefully  controlled  throughout  the  year.  It 
is  derived  from  52  producer-distributors,  of  whom  39  are  in  the  Borough,  and 
13  Outside  the  Borough,  In  addition  to  these  there  are  104  producers,  10 
Borough  and  94  Out-of-Borough,  who  send  their  milk  to  a  pasteurization  plant 
from  where  it  is  distributed  after  pasteurization.  All  these  dairymen  are 

registered  with  this  Department  and  their  premises  are  inspected  regularly. 
Approximately  two -thirds  of  the  milk  sold  in  Pietermaritzburg  is  pasteurised, 

(H)  OTHER.  FOOD  SUPPLIES.  (Pages  60-64) 

Inspection  of  foodstuffs  exposed  for  sale  at  the  Market  and  elsewhere 
has  been  cairied  out  regularly  and  a  considerable  quantity  of  unsound  food 
has  beer,  condemned,  (Pages  65  -  64)  Condemned  foodstuffs  are  removed  to 

the  refuse  tips,  made  unusable  and  disposed  of  by  dumping. 

Details  of  all  licence  applications  dealt  with  by  the  Department  are  reflected 
in  the  Table  on  page  67  .  Owing  to  alterations  in  the  Municipal  Licences  Ordi¬ 
nance  No.  19/1942  and  in  the  Municipal  Trade  Licence  By-Laws,  the  routine  renewal 
of  all  trade  licences  is  no  longer  submitted  to  this  Department  by  the  Licensing 
Officer  for  report.

The  Midwifery  Training  School  at  Grey’s  Hospital  provided  midwifery  services 
for  Europeans  in  the  wards  cf  Grey’s  Hospital,  and  district  midwifery  services  in 
Pietermaritzburg  for  Europeans,  Coloureds  and  Asiatics.  In  addition  Ante-Natal 
Clinic  services  for  all  races  are  provided.  The  Non-European  Maternity  Wards 
of  Grey’s  Hospital  have  been  transferred  to  a  temporary  converted  hospital  at 
Mayor’s  Walk  providing  76  beds  for  Natives,  Coloureds  and  Asiatics.  Native 
District  Midwifery  is  carried  out  by  the  Native  Municipal  Midwife,  but  is  not 
extensive  as  most  Native  Yeomen  in  Pietermaritzburg  prefer  to  go  to  hospital  for 
their  confinements.

The  number  of  Native  female  domestic  servants  coming  forward  for  examination 
is  still  very  small.  The  practice  of  re-vaccinating  every  person  appearing  at 
the  Pass  Office  who  does  not  possess  indisputable  evidence  of  recent  successful 
vaccination,  is  carried  out. 


Native  Village  Dispensary: 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year  a  new  specially  designed  clinic  building 
forming  portion  of  the  new  General  Administrative  Block  built  at  the  Native 
Village  was  opened,  providing  adequate  accommodation  and  providing  also  for 
fut ure  expansion.

,6)  PERI-URBAN  AREAS. 

The  Local  Health  Commission  continued  to  exercise  control  in  the  Edendale 
and  Slang spruit  Area.  The  Commission  has  taken  over  the  Malaria  Control 

of  the  other  peri-urban  areas  surrounding  Pietermaritzburg, 

No  definite  steps  have  as  yet  been  taken  to  bring  the  other  smaller  peri¬ 
urban  areas  -  New  England,  Ockert!s  Kraal  and  Raisethorpe  -  under  control.  The 
Mkondeni  settlement  has  now  disappeared,  the  tenants  having  left  and  the  shacks 
having  been  demolished. 


PORT  B. 

■)  HOUSING . 

52  of  the  100  Sub-economic  houses  being  built  for  Natives  at  the  Native 
Village  were  completed  by  July  1st,  1946,  Only  a  very  small  proportion  of  the 

necessary  Asiatic  housing  has  been  provided  (50  sub-economic  houses  were  completed 
at  the  beginning  of  1940).  11  European  National  (sub-economic)  Houses  were 

hearing  completion  by  the  end  of  the  period  under  review,  while  23  Coloured  Nat¬ 
ional  (sub-economic)  Houses  vie re  well  advanced  in  construction  and  should  be 
ready  by  December,  1946,  The  Council  European  Economic  Housing  Scheme  of  50 
houses  in  the  "Gardens n  suburb  was  completed  5  years  ago  and  is  continually  fully 
occupied. 

Powers  under  the  Borough  By-Laws  have  been  exercised  sparingly  in  dealing 
with  insanitary  dwellings  owing  to  present  conditions.  9  Dwellings  were  condemned 
tor  demolition  under  Public  Health  By-Law  19(b)  and  5  dwellings  were  voluntarily 
demolished  following  representations  by  this  Department, 

Plans , 

All  plans  of  new  buildings  are  submitted,  to  this  Department  and  326  have  been 
scrutinised.  Of  these  135  were  approved  out-right,  143  approved  subject  to 
minor  alterations  and  48  disapproved. 

The  City  Engineer  reports  that  during  the  year  60  dwellings  and  46  flats 
wore  erected  for  Europeans  and  13  dwellings  for  Non-Europeans,  as  compared  with 
lest  yearrs  total  of  50. 


/(2)  HOUSING 
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The  Pietermaritzburg  Native  Village,  situated  about  5  miles  from  the  Centre 
of  the  Town,  now  comprises  383  houses  and  various  public  buildings,  with  a  popu¬ 
lation  of  about  2,000.  Water  is  supplied  by  communal  standpipes  from  the 
Corporation  water  supply,  and  sanitation  is  by  the  pail  system,  separate  for 
each  house.  Communal  ablution  blocks  and  laundries  are  provided  and  provision 
for  hot  baths  at  a  small  charge  is  being  made  in  the  ablution  blocks  now  under 
construction. 

A  housing  scheme  on  a  communal  basis  for  28  ag'd  and  indigent  Natives 
(including  couples  and  single  persons)  has  been  commenced  at  the  Native  Village. 
When  that  is  completed  the  City  Council  will  commence  the  construction  of  a 
further  100  National  ( Sub-Ec onomic.)  Houses  at  the  Native  Village,  All  the 
houses  at  the  Native  Village  are  being  built  by  Native  Labour, 

There  are  three  Corporation  Hostels  for  single  Natives.  For  Males  there 
is  the  East  Street  Hostel  (and  annexes)  housing  399  Natives,  and  the.Ortman  Road 
Hostel  with  a  capacity  of  127.  The  Women’s  Hostel  in  Church  Street  houses  174 
women,  These  Hostels  are  under  the  control  of  the  Municipal  Native  Administra¬ 
tion  Department,  and  two  European  Superintendents  are  employed.  Extensions  to 
the  Men’s  Hostels  have  been  commenced  to  provide  accommodation  for  an  extra  500. 
The  scheme  for  a  new  Women’s  Hostel  to  house  over  7u0  has  been  shelved  owing  to 
the  very  high  tender  figures  received  when  the  contract  was  offered,  130 
Temporary  licences  have  been  granted  during  the  year  to  house  unexampted  Natives 
under  the  Natives  (Urban  Areas)  Act,  pending  the  provision  of  more  accommodation 
at  the  Village  and  Hostels. 

About  80^  of  the  Natives  resident  in  the  Town  live  in  quarters  provided  on 
the  property  of  their  employers.  These  quarters  are  the  subject  of  inspections 
by  this  Department  and  in  general  are  satisfactory, 

ASIATIC.  HOUSING . 

The  Corporation  owns  two  compounds  which  house  the  sewage  farm  workers  and 
the  scavenging  gangs.  These  compounds  are  well  constructed  in  brick,  and  house 
respectively  29  and  21  Asiatic  Labourers,  together  with  their  wives  and  families, 
and  also  13  single  Asiatics  and  24  Single  Natives,  and  10  Single  Asiatics  and  10 
Single  Natives,  respectively.
